U.K. Warning to Egypt Welcomed

Particular note has been taken of the 


British delegate’s statement that his government reserved 


the right to revert to this question at a later stage 


The matter will be discuss- 
ed at a meeting of the Israel- 
Egyptian M.A.C., but it is no’ 
felt that there i. reason to 
anticipate a more conciliatory 
attitude on the part of the 
Egyptians. It is regarded as 
probable, therefore, that the 
Security Council has not 
heard the last of this prob- 
lem. It is considered that 
when the question again 
comes before the Council, it 
will be dealt with not merely 
on the initiation ef Israel. 
but also on complaints from 
one or more of the “maritime 
nations” referred to by Sir 
Gladwyn as vitally interested. 

The question was, of course, 
the main feature of the Se- 
curity Council's debate on 
Monday night. The British 
delegate took it from the 
narrow plane of a local dis- 
pute between Egypt and ils- 
rael and placed it in its pro- 
per perspective as a “matter 
of interest important to all 
countries, especially, perhaps, 
te the maritime nations of the 
world” It is surprising, no 
doubt, that it should have 
taken .alh this time for the 
world to be brought to a 
realization of the damaging 


effects of this wholly illegal 
blockade on a much wider 
section of the international 
economy than is represented 
by Israel. Particularly dis- 
turbing to this wider section 
is the precedent which Egypt's 
arbitrary behaviour would 
ereate if acquiesced in, and 
the uncertainty, both strategic 
and economic, which. might 
follow in times of worid 
emergency 

Tt is hoped here that Sir 
Gladwyn Jebb’s protest will 
lead to the removal of. the 
Eevptian restrictions, which 
he described as contributing 
to “the state of tension and 
uncasiness in the Middle 
East.” 

In general, it is felt 
that the Security Council, by 
calling upon Israel, Jordan 
and Eq¢ypt to settle their dif- 
ferences in eceordance with 
the armistice agreements, has 
dene no more than was ex- 
pected.
